Tn that little town there is but 
one saloon and the people have 
taken it over and will run it un- 
der the management of the im- 
provement club of the town. With 
the profits it is expected to pay 
for street lighting, paved streets 


-and concrete sidewalks and any 


other money derived from thi- 


-gource not needed for the pur- 


poses specified above will be used 
for incidentals, 

The idea is-not a bad one and 
if there is as much money in the 
saloon business as the Bay Point 
people imagine, Richmond could 
carry on its entire municipa’ 
business, including schools, parks 
and playground expenditures by 


_taking over its saloons and run. 
__ning the munder municipal man 


agement, Just think what a 
bonanza the city would have in 
those sixty-eight saloons, to say 
nothing about the eight or ten 
wholesale liquor dealers. Every 
time a thirsty individual under- 
took to pilot a schooner—of beer 
—over the bar he would be con- 
tributing something to the muni- 
cipal fund. In this way taxpay- 
ing would be a pleasure, instead 
of the irksome and disagreeable 
task it is now. 

Perhaps the people of Bay Point 
have hit upon a plan whereby the 
saloon problem, which has vexed 
sociologists for many years may 


_ be solved and instead of being ¢ 


public nuisance, the old soak may 
be hailed as a public benefactor.
